„Hon. C. C. Maffitt, Chairman Democratic 
Gtate Central Committee—Sir: The under- 
signed Democrats believe there is neither 
necessity, occasion nor place for two Demo- 
cratic organizations in the State of Mis- 
souri. 

To secure the success of the party rather 
than the triumph of any faction, full and 
fair opportunity should be accorded for 
discussing the question of the free, un- 
Umited and independent coinage of silver at 
a ratio of 16 to 1, and to that end we re- 
epectfully request that your honorable com- 
mittee call the State Convention for the 
election of delegates to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention of 1896 at a time and for 
a date that will permit a full presentation 
of this important question to the Demo. 
cratic voters of Missouri, 

“We do not believe a State convention for 
the election of delegates to a national con- 
vention should be called before that na- 
tional convention is called by the National 
Démocratic Committee. Such a course 
would be irregular, in violation ot the un. 
written laws of the party, and undemo- 


20 years past no Democratic con- 
vention for the election of delegates to a 
National Convention has been hel@ in Mis- 
sourl at a date earlier. than May 11. The 
convention of 1884 was held June 24, and 
in that year the National oy 
achieved its first. victory in twenty-eigh 
years. . 

For twenty years past the State Demo- 
cratic Committee has not t#sued its call 
for a National Delegate Couvention at a 
datevearifer than March 16; in 18% the call 
was issued April 11.
